1963 vacation nightmare 


Greek Army tried to draft teacher

cin the 1960s,’ it was not 
uncommon for young men to 
be drafted into the military, 
and for others to try to avoid 
the draft. 

-Jim Demos ran into a dif- 
ferent kind of draft problem 
in 1963. He and his wife went 
to Greece on a five-week 
vacation, and the Greek 
army tried to draft him. 

> Faced with many men try- 
ing. to escape the draft, 
Greece, in April 1963, passed 
a law saying that if you were 
Greek, you had to serve two 
years in the army. The law 
took effect on July 1, 1963. 
-Nine days later, when Jim 
and Elinor § arrived in 
Athens, authorities stamped 
his passport. saying that he 
could not leave the country. 
He spent the first nine days. 
of his vacation in draft hell, 
so to speak. 

Jim’s parents had come to 
the U.S. from Greece in the 
early 1930s, -settling in 
Cambridge, and it was there 
that he was born in 1934. 
They went back to Greece in 
1939, and were caught up in 


World War II. Jim’s mother 
died. The Nazis, who had it 
on record that he owhed a 
shotgun, picked up. his 
father. He told them that the 
Greek government had con- 
fiseated it, but the. Nazis 
would not release him. 

Jim and his brother lived 
through World War II as vir- 


tual orphans on the streets. 


of Athens. After the war, 
some Communists picked 
them up. One song that the 
Communists had played was 


set to the tune of “Oh! 
Susanna”. 
They were eventually 


reunited, with their father 
and returned to the U.S. in 
1946. 

The boys were illiterate 
when they arrived back in 
the United States where 
they were enrolled in the 
Cambridge schools. 

At one point, the song “Oh! 
Susanna” was played in 
school. Jim and his brother 
looked at each other, saying, 
“They’re here!” 

Jim excelled in football, 
making the varsity team in 
his freshman year. Being 
small, he could scoot 
through the line and hit in

the opponent’s backfield. He 
earned the nickname, the 
“Greek submarine.” In his 
junior year, he was elected 
class vice-president. 

Jim attended Suffolk 
University, and in 1958, he 
was hired to teach special 
education in Wilmington. He 
and Elinor moved to 
Wilmington in 1961. 

Two years later, they went 
to Greece on vacation. But 
when they arrived in 
Athens, his passport was 
stamped with a notice that 
he was not to leave the coun- 
try. He was given a draft 
notice and was told to report 
to the Greek draft board. He 
tried to explain that he was 
an American-born citizen, 
not a Greek subject, but the 
authorities would not listen. 

A friend who accompanied 
the couple on the trip was 
also given a draft notice. 

The next day, the two men 
went to the American 
Embassy, only to be told 
that they were in a mess, 
and the embassy could not 
help. The law said that any- 
one with a Greek name was 
a Greek subject, and could 
be drafted. Although it was 


written to apply to draft 


dodgers, it apparently was 
also being applied to 
tourists - and Demos and his 
friend were among the first 
to be snagged by it. The 
man at the embassy, Mr. V, 
said the two men would have 
to resolve it themselves at 
the Greek Pentagon. 

At the Pentagon, Demos 
had to get in line and go 
through checkpoints to get a 
pass. Then he was sent to a 
room full of people, all push- 
ing and shoving in an effort 
to have their problems 
heard. After a half an hour, 
Jim was finally able to 
speak to the officer. Jim 
explained his situation. 

The officer threw down his 
passport, ignored him, and 
continued to hear problems 


of other people. Demos. 


stood there and refused to 
leave. 

Finally the officer shouted 
at him that even though he 
was American-born, he was 
still a Greek subject, and 
that he could not leave until 
he had fulfilled his military 
obligation. He told Jim to go 
to the town where his father 
was born and sign up for the 
draft. 

Jim responded that he 
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Jim Demos 


would not sign any papers, 
and that his American pass- 
port ‘stated that he might 
lose his US nationality if he 
served in the armed forces 
of a foreign state. 

The officer shouted back 
that he was to do as ordered, 
and that he had no choice. 
Then he said that after Jim 
signed up for the draft, he 
would be allowed to leave 
without any active duty, but 
that he would have to pay 
for his two years service. 

In other words, this was all 
about money. 

He returned to the 
American Embassy and was 
told that if he got a lawyer, 
and could prove that he had 
been out of Greece for 10 
years prior to his draft age, 


this would exempt him. 


Demos did not want to do 
that. 

So he was sent to a Mr. K, 
a counselor in the embassy, 
who was to give him a letter 
stating that he (Demos) did 
not fall under the Greek 
draft law, and that he was 
not a Greek draft dodger. 
However, Mr. K refused. He 
did not believe that Demos 
was an American-born citi- 
zen. Even when shown 
embassy records showing 
that the boys had left on 
Feb. 2, 1946 on the SS 
Gripsholu with US  pass- 


ports, he said no. Demos 
showed him his _ present 
passport, a copy of his birth 
certificate from Cambridge, 
Mass., his Mass. driver’s 
license and his international 
driver’s license, issued in 
the US. With all those docu- 
ments, Mr. K still would not 
believe Demos was an 
American. 

Demos asked Mr. K what 
he needed to do to prove he 
was an American citizen. He 
wanted Demos to write to 


‘the IRS for his income tax 


returns, to the Cambridge 
School Department for a 
record of his attending 
school in the U.S., and to the 
parish priest, who was to 
send his church records 
with the seal of the church, 
backed up by a seal from 
Cambridge City Hall, and 
also a letter of approval 
from the Greek consulate in 
Boston. 

Demos sent a telegram to 
his brother to get working 
on all that information. 

Mr. V sent him to the head 
of the Greek Registry of 
Police, which‘had records of 
people entering and leaving 
the country. He could proba- 
bly get a letter there with 
the information he needed, 
and which Mr. K refused to 
do. But first Demos had to 
write a letter then take it to 
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a typing office to have it 
translated. 

That done, Demos took the ' 
letter to the Registry, which ~ 
wouldn’t accept it. They 
sent him to another depart: 
ment for a permission--slip 
for him to receive the-infor- 
mation. Then came another 
two-day run-around, getting 
stamps of approval. 7 - » 

On the third day, Demos 
finally got the information, 
which Mr. K could have 
given him in one * hour. 
Demos took it to Mr. V who 
told him to take it- the 
Pentagon. 

This was his third trip: -to 
the Pentagon. He: . was 
delayed until almost closing 
time, but he did get approval 
to leave the country.’ The 
nine-day ordeal was over.: - 

If you think that” the 
Demoses doubted ~ they 
would ever visit Greece 
again, you are right. In his 
account of the ordeal,~pub- 
lished in the Town Crier on 
Sept. 12, 1963, that is what 
Jim wrote. However, they 
have gone back three times; 
The next visit was only-two 
years later. They flew ‘to. 
London, bought a car;- -and. 
drove through Europé. ‘In’ 
Athens, they were caughtzin 
the middle of a riot against 
the Greek government. 
Rioters were rocking the 
car, and someone threw: a 
poster of the prime minister 
on the windshield. It“then 
was thrown on the ground, 
Demos’ friend picked: it up, 
and they managed to make 
their way out of the crowd. 

Demos has had a lifélong 
commitment to education. 
He earned a_ Master’s 
Degree at Salem -State 
College and a Doctorate ‘at 
Boston College. He taught 
for eight years in» the 
Wilmington and Chelméford 
school systems. For .four 
years, he was the execiltive 
director of alternative_edu- 
cation and rehabilitation for 
the Greater Lowell 
Association for Retarded 
Citizens. For more than’ ten 
years, he was the adminis: | : 
trator for special education | 
for the cities of Lowell and | 
Medford. In Wilmington, he _ 
served 15 years on. >the 
Wilmington School 
Committee, where he was 
known as a strong advocate - 
for special education.> Jim — 
and Elinor raised three ¢hil: 
dren. He is now rele.

: Dear Editor, 
' Tama scientist by training, 
‘so I like to look at data, stud- 
“-ies, ete. before forming my 
Opinion. However, I must 
‘admit, when I learned that 
- the selectmen had approved 
‘the host agreement for Penn 
Gaming, I was less than 
pleased, and immediately 
questioned why they would 
‘ever consider doing that to 
Tewksbury. I have voted for 
Mr. Wilson twice, and Mr. 
Wentworth this time, and 
, shave worked with our Town 
| Manager several times. I was 
| disappointed that they would 
- support this. Having Mr. 
* Wilson's email handy, I sent 
him an email to find out the 
' details, because there had to 
» be something I was missing. 
: As usual he was quick to 
_ respond, and quick to provide 
| information. We traded a 
| handful of emails, I read sev- 
: eral online studies, and came 
‘ to a position against the 
' Tewksbury Slots Parlor. 
So let's look at the 
' data...Mr. Wilson provided 
* me some initial estimates of 
» revenue that we have all seen 
: on Patch and elsewhere that 
. were pretty attractive. I 
served on the Budget 
Advisory Committee to the 
School Committee several 
years ago when we were try- 
ing to close a nearly $2 mil- 
lion dollar gap, and helped 
advise the School Committee 
' on what programs and initia- 
tives to cut or postpone to 
meet budget. While things 
have improved some in that 
. area, there are plenty of 
| things that our town could 
find to spend $4 million on, 
whether it be improved 
roads, more teachers, or even 
simply paying down our debt. 
So why would I personally 
turn away from this gift 
horse? Well, when we just 
look at the proposed gross 
revenue, we are only looking 
: at the front of that horse, for- 
getting the other end. 

As many have discussed on 


these boards, there are a‘ 


number of studies that have 
shown pretty conclusively 
_ that housing prices are 
diminished near a casino. 
The data on crime is a little 


less’ clear, but generally - 


crime is increased around a 
casino, and with our current 
' problems at a few locations 
' near 495, do we want to add 
» another potential trouble 
' spot? Problem gambling 
- increases dramatically in the 
' immediate aréa of a casino, 
as do bankruptcies. How 
many vacant properties do 
we have now in town, and 
- what will the cost be to our 
_ neighborhoods when mem- 
bers of our communities get 
in over their heads and lose 
their homes? We are just dig- 
ging out of the financial col- 
‘lapse of 2008, do we want to 
». risk taking a large step back- 
- wards again? Ask the propri- 
.etors of the many restaurants 
and bars in town what they 


think of a slots parlor in town 
that will draw business away 
from them as people find the 
allure of the one armed ban- 
dits a better place to deposit 
their disposable income. 
Finally, and this is even 
harder to quantify, what is 
Tewksbury known for? Some 
might think of it as the for- 
mer Carnation Capital of the 
World or the hometown of 
Anne Sullivan. To most of us 


_ it is a great place to raise our 


children. In 2000 when my 
wife and I were looking for a 
town to move to from 
Medford, we looked at scheol 
profiles, town profiles, and 
investigated what each town 
was about. While we have 
come to know and love 
Tewksbury over the past 13 
years, had there been: a slot 
parlor in Tewksbury back 
then, we would have looked 
for a house in Billerica, 
Wilmington, or elsewhere. 
Why would a young couple 
looking to lay: down roots 
choose the "slots town?" 
Proponents of the Slot Parlor 
point out that it is in a seclud- 
ed location, right off of 495, 
and it will never impact the 
vast majority of our resi- 
dents. Even if that were true 
(and I don't believe that it is 
as I discussed above), do we 
think that Penn is going to 
quietly operate their little 
slot parlor in the woods? No, 
they are doing this to make 
money, so understandably 
they will advertise. 


-Billboards, radio ads, TV ads, 


etc. all shouting out "Come to 
Tewksbury, MA, the home of 
Hollywood Slots!" 

So let's look at the data 
again. On the one hand we 
have a dependable stream of 


revenue in the $3-4 million 


range for the next 10-20 years 
and approximately 500 jobs 
(albeit, mostly low-wage). 
Hard to pass up. However, on 
the other side of the ledger 
we have: 

-Decreased Home Values 

-Increased Crime 

-Increased Gambling 
Problems for some of our cit- 


, izens 


-Increased Bankruptcies 

-Decreased revenue to our 
local businesses with likely 
lost jobs 

-Defining Tewksbury as the 
Home of Hollywood Slots 

To me, that is case closed. 
This proposal is bad for 
Tewksbury in so many ways. 
However, while I will do 
everything I can to defeat 
this proposal, I want to thank 
our selectmen and our town 
manager for allowing us to 
make this decision. I think 
they are wrong to support 


this, but I know they are try-. 


ing to improve our communi- 
ty, and they deserve our 
respect for that.

Today, these young vets are 
returning home from active 
duty, often struggling with 
issues like Post-traumatic 
Street Disorder (PTSD) and 
often struggling in private. 


“Reintegration into civilian 


life ‘can be difficult enough 
on its own,” said Cimaglia, a 
Desert Storm Veteran. 

In the New York Times 
article “Baffling Rise in 
Suicides Plagues the U.S. 
Military”, “Even with the 
withdrawal from Iraq and 


oat the pullback in Afghanistan, 
_ the rate of suicide within the 


military has continued to 


oP _ rise significantly faster than 


within the general popula- 
tion, where it is also rising.” 

‘Aecording to the article, 
which. chronicles the strug- 
gles..of military veterans, 
research suggests a “com- 
plex web of factors” may 
contribute to — suicide. 
Factors that include addic- 
tions, failed relationships, 
financial struggles, and 
exposure ‘to combat, which 
exacerbates _pre- existing 
conditions like depression or 
creates new conditions such 
as PTSD. 

In’ Many instances, young 
vets are embarrassed to 
reach out for help. Afraid of 
being labeled “crazy” these 
soldiers try to internalize 
the trauma they’ve encoun- 


_tered ‘until they find them- 


selves in crises and at the 
breaking point. 

“Tt takes the strength and 
courage of a warrior to ask 
for help,” Cimaglia quotes 
his favorite tag line from the 
Edith’ Nourse Rogers 
Memorial Veterans 
Hospital, also known as the 
Bedford VA, serving veter- 
ans, “active duty service 
members, and their families. 
“If .you need help, the 
ae VA is only 15 min- 
teS-away. If you don’t have 
Tide, lm willing to drive 
You. there,” said Jim 
Williams, Veterans Service 
Officer for the town of 
Tewksbury. “I find the 
Bedford VA isa very open 
door’-in my opinion. The 
problem is there are more 
veterans who either don’t 
want the help or who want to 
Stay to themselves. They 
are trying to get their feet 
back ‘on the ground and get 
in* ‘touch with where they 
weré - or where they think 
they ‘were before. They 


think they can do it on their 


own.” 

Williams aims to get veter- 
ans-involved on a local level. 
“Even if it’s their local VFW 
(Veterans of Foreign Wars), 
DAV; (Disabled American 
Veterans), -American 
Legion, or coming out for 


- Veterans or Memorial Day 


Sp they are with others who 
share the same _ experi- 
€nces.” 

-Williams, a Vietnam Vet, 
Served in the U.S. Army, “If 


“ «When we're talking © 


you have a problem let’s sit 
and talk about it,” he says. 
“T told one vet, ‘Even if you 


never go to a meeting, you ~ 


can read the (VFW or DAV) 
magazines and see what oth- 
ers have gone through to get 
where they are now. Maybe 
it will lead you in the same 
path’” 

“As long as they reach out 
for help, that’s what the 
local vet agents are for,” 
Cimaglia said. His 
Wilmington office, located at 
141 Shawsheen Street, holds 
a group meeting every 


Thursday night, which is ~ 


open to all veterans. 
Participants do not have to 
be diagnosed with PTSD to 
attend. “There’s cama- 
raderie in sharing stories. 


_ It’s local kids getting togeth- 


er in an informal setting.” 
Vets attending his group 
meetings range from 23- 
years-old and up. 
“Sometimes we have 
Vietnam Vets that stop by 
and that’s pretty neat,” he 
said. The next meeting is 
Thursday, ‘August 15th, at 
6:30 p.m. 

Veterans can find various 
resources in the Wilmington 
office: how to receive the 
$1,000 welcome home bonus 
from the state or how use 
the GI bill to go back to 
school. “We also help with 
employment in our office,” 
Cimaglia said. “We’re one- 
stop shopping for veterans.” 

Cimaglia founded the non- 
profit organization Local 
Heroes, which sends care 
packages to military person- 
nel stationed around the 
world. He says this is a ful- 
filling opportunity for 
returning vets. “We meet 
every Wednesday night at 
the Knights of Columbus at 
7p.m. We haven’t missed a 
week in over nine years.” It 
is through Local Heroes that 
Cimaglia meets the families 
of deployed soldiers, so they 
return home _ knowing 
there’s moral support. 
“Remember,” Cimaglia says 
to all vets, “You are not 
alone. Don’t be afraid to 
make the call.” 

August 24th, Local Heroes 
will host the 8th Annual 
Support the Troops 
Motorcycle Poker Run at the 
Tewksbury/Wilmington

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Myeloid Leukemia and has 
been through three rounds of 
chemotherapy, one round of 
radiation and a bone mar- 
row transplant as he has 
battled the disease. 

Brown’s story of how he 
has been touched by cancer 
is. not uncommon to most 
people and certainly not 
uncommon at all to the rid- 
ers in the PMC. 

“J think everybody has a 
story,” Brown said. “In my 
case I. just wanted to do 
something to help out. I 
would love it if we could 
somehow find a cure so we 
could stop this from happen- 
ing to another family.” 

Brown and _  D’Orlando 
helped their fund raising . 
cause recently with an event 
at the Merrimack Valley 
Pavilion (MVP) on Main 
Street in Tewksbury. Brown 
and D’Orlando are co-own- 
ers of MVP and last Sunday 
they held a fund raising 
event at the fun facility. 

While eager customers par- 


ticipated in laser tag and 
miniature golf and enjoyed 
ice cream cones, 20 % of all 
proceeds from the day went 
to the Kwik Spinners Team, 
raising nearly $1,000 on the 
day. 

“It was a great day and a 
lot of fun,” Brown said. “It 
was something we put 
together at the last minute 
so next year we are hoping 
to plan it even better and 
make it an even bigger 
event.” 

As for the race itself Brown 
could not have chosen a 
much bigger event, choosing 
to compete in the 170 mile 
ride from Wellesley to 
Provincetown.

sense to have it as a benefit 
for our local veterans.

“THE WOLVERINE” 
‘GRADE: *** 


The Wolverine is a fasci- 
nating look at the iconic X- 
Men character and how his 
past intersects with his 
present. It's a bleak journey 
that's often punctuated with 
violence - the action scenes 
are ferocious and vicious, 
with weapons (guns, knives, 
arrows, claws, and more), 
explosions, and _ bloody 
hand-to-hand combat. 

Logan, aka The 
Wolverine (Hugh Jackman), 
is lost in the far reaches of 
the wilderness. Struggling 
with nightmares that plague 
him daily - often starring 
his beloved, late Jean Grey 
(Famke Janssen) - Logan 
wants out of his immortal, 
superhuman existence. 

But a stranger from 
Japan named Yukio (Rila 
Fukushima) won't let him 
be. After Logan avenges the 
death of a grizzly bear at 
the hands of a cruel hunter, 
Yukio finds him and spirits 
him to Japan at the behest 
of Kenuichio Harada (Will 
Yun Lee), a Japanese sol- 
dier in Nagasaki whom 
Logan had saved. 

Harada is dying, and he 
longs for Logan's immortal- 
ity. His death sparks a kid- 
napping attempt on the life 
of Mariko (Tao Okamoto), 
Harada's . granddaughter, 
which raises bigger ques- 
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tions that even Wolverine 
himself may not be able to 
answer. 

Superhero movies often 
use their characters' pain 
as catalysts for more mind- 
bending (and sometimes 
mindless) action sequences. 
Not so. with The Wolverine, 
director James Mangold's 
venture into the X-Men 
canon. Here, Mangold 
informs the action with a 
relevant, significant look 
into Logan's origin story, 
turning the past into 
Wolverine's haunting - and 
ultimately freeing - present. 
Jackman is more than well- 
equipped to handle the chal- 
lenges he faces, and 
Fukushima and Okamoto 
stand shoulder to shoulder 
with Jackman, sometimes 
saving him from the brink - 
which isn’t often the case 
with female characters in 
superhero movies. 

The Wolverine doesn't let 
a romantic plotline inter- 
fere with the action, which 
borders on the overwhelm- 
ing. The script still sounds 
wooden at times.
